WASHINGTON, July 30— 
Aroused -by disclosures of irregu- 

- larities in the St. Louis internal 
revenue collector's office and 

_ other offices,.a House subcommit- 
tee today announced it will inves- 
tigate causes of corruption and 
inefficiency in the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

The inquiry is to begin in two 
or three weeks and deal with the 
organization and operations of 
local offices of the bureau, Rep- 
resentative Cecil R. King ‘vem.), 
California, stated. He is chair- 
man of the Ways and Means sub- 
committee on internal revenue 
administration. 

“The subcommittee is greatly 
concerned over the numerous dis- 
closures and charges within the 

last year of gross irregularities 
in various of the offices of the 
collectors of internal revenue,” 
he explained. | 


Finnegan Case Cited. 

King cited specifically the 
cases of James P. Finnegan, who 
resigned as collector for the east- 
ern district of Missouri last April 
while conduct of his office was 
under investigation, and Denis W. 
Delaney, collector for Massachu- 
setts, who was fired by President 
Truman two weeks ago. He also 
referred to charges of corruption 
involving employes in the New 
York district and deputy collec- 
tors in California. 

As disclosed by the Post-Dis- 
patch, Finnegan and William M. 
Boyle Jr., chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, were 
on the payroll of American Litho- 
fold Corp. and brought political 
pressure to bear on the Recon- 
struction Finance -Corporation to 
get Government loans to the 
Louis firm approved. 

King noted that a United States 
Paw y= = in St, Louis is now 
investigating Finnegan’s official 
conduct. 

Pattern of Inquiry. 


Pointing out tha: collector’s .of- 
fices are the source of most cases 
of misconduct among the nation’s 
federal tax employes, he said that 
the committee’s investigation will 
be directed at finding answers to 
the following questions: 


What is the catse of con- 
tinued poor administration in a 
given collector’s office? 

How can “extortion rings” 
continue for periods of months 
to steal tax receipts without.

What steps are taken to end 
abuses once they are discov- 
ered?

ROUTES MONDAY 


Will Give Up Entire 
Brentwood - Richmond 
Heights Line, Parts of 
Two Others. 


St. Louis County Transit Co. 
will abandon its Brentwood-Rich- 
mond Heights line next Monday. 
On the same day, it will discon- 
tinue portions of its Odakviile- 
Webster and Creve Coeur lines 


and change the route of the south- 
ern portion of its Airport line. 
This is .another reduction in 
service for bus‘riders of the St. 
Eouis area. The cuts in service 
were authorized by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission on 
the company’s plea that the lines 
were losing money, 

The company announced, how- 
evér, that service will be in- 
creased 40 per cent, through ‘the 
resumption of evening and Sun- 
day service, on the Airport line 
between Clayton and Maplewood 
and on the Wellston-Delmar Loop- 
Maplewood line. 

Last busses on the Brentwood- 
Richmond Heights line will leave 
Brentwood eastbound at 12:15 
a.m. Monday and Forest Park 
loop in’ Richmond Heights west- 
bound at 12:30 a.m. the same day. 


Abandonment of the line was 
authorized after the company re- 
ported that earnings for the first 
four months of this year averaged 
only half of the operating cost. 
The company said thé line showed 
an operating loss of $1000 a 
month in the last six months.. St. 
Louis County Transit instituted 
the line last August after the com- 
mission had permitted she St. 
Louis Public Service Co. to with- 
draw its service from Brentwood 
and vicinity. - 

On the Oakville-Webster line, 
the portion from Oakville to San- 
pington Barracks and Telegraph 
roads will be abandoned. The re- 
maining part of the route, to Glen- 
dale and Elm avenues in Webstér 
Groves, will remain unchanged 
and will be called the Webster- 
Barracks line. 


Service on Olive Street road 
bewteen Gumbo, Mo., and the 
western edge of Creve Coeur will 
end after the last trip to Gumbo 
at 7:05 p.m. Saturday. There has 
been no Sunday service to Gumbo 
for several months. The rest of 
the line, between Creve Coeur 
and University City, remains un- 
changed.

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Secretary Morrison An- 
nounces Decision in

LONDON, July 30 (AP)—For- 
eign Secretary Herbert Morrison 
announced today Britain will send 
a*eabinet mission to, Tehran to 
discuss an oil settlement with 
Iran. 

He told the House of Commons 
the mission will be led by Rich- 
ard Stokes, Lord Privy Seal, and 
added: “It is not expedient for 
me at this moment to say any- 
thing further on this matter.” 

Morrison explained the decision 
was a result of consultations with 
W: Averell Harriman, President 
Truman’s envoy now in London, 

~He said there are still some 
points to be cleared up before the 
mission can leave for the Iranian 
capital. 

' \ Harriman Optimistic. 

Harriman bparded a United 
States Air Force plane tonight 
to return to Tehran. He said he 
will see Iranian Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh immediately 
upon his arrival tomorrow. Stokes 
accompanied him to the London 
airport. 

“I am optimistic that a basis 
can be found for a settlement of 
the dispute that has arisen in 
Iran,” Harriman told reporters. 
“t have had very satisfactory 
talks with members of the British 
Government, dnd’ I am now going 
back to Tehran to work out the 
main points with the Iranian Gov- 
ernment and with Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. officials.” 

Morrison said the British Gov- 
ernment and the Anglo-Iranian 
Oil Co. “have been ready at every 
stage to meet the legitimate as- 
pirations of the Persian (Iranian) 
people.” 

“We have every sympathy with 
the natural desire of the Persian 
people to control their own min- 
eral resources,” he said. 

While Britain is ready to accept 
the principle of nationalization, 
Morrison explained, it will not ac- 
cept a one-sided violation of an 
agreement. 

“We are entering a new era in 
the development of Middle East- 
ern oil,” Morrison said.

HONG KONG, July 30 (UP)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York gave British business men 
the “bare knuckle” treatment 
over their‘trade with Communist 
China on his recent visit here, a 
usually reliable informant said 
tonight. 

“Whose side are you on?” 
Dewey was said to have demand- 
ed, in effect. 

When business men asked him 
about the chances that the Unit- 
ed States embargo on goods to 
Hong Kong would end, he was 
quoted as saying it probably would 
be tightened, not relaxed. 
Asked whether the United

Optimism in Both Capitals. 

A spirit of optimism prevailed 
both here and in Tehran ‘that 
Harriman had brought about an 
atmosphere in which the explo- 
sive Middle East oil crisis could 
be solved. 

A gour note, however, was 
struck by news that the giant re- 
finery at Abadan, the world’s 
largest, will close tomorrow. An 
A.1.0.C. spokesman emphasized 
that the refinery was closing only 
because storage tanks were full 
and not in an attempt to put 
pressure on the Iranians. 

Harriman arrived here Satur- 
day and personally explained the 
current Iranian attitude on nego- 
tiations to Prime Minister Clem- 
ent. Attlee and other Cabinet 
ministers. The Cahinet gave him 
a series of questions it wanted 
answered before giving a final de- 
cision. 

Iranian Cabinet Session. . 

Harriman cabled these to 
Tehran and the Iranian Cabinet 
met in emergency session last 
night to consider them. Iranian 
government officials said after- 
ward they were optimistic and 
declared a “spirit of conciliation” 
had prevailed at their meeting. 

Details worked out by the 
Iranian Cabinet then were cabled 
to London. 

Unconfirmed reports from Teh- 
ran said yesterday that Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh’s cabinet 
is willing to discuss “additions” 
to the nationalization law which 
would water down some of the 
drastic features to which the 
British objected. 

Reports from Iran’s neighbor 
Traq, meanwhile, said that Middle 
East nation is completing a lucra- 
tive new contract with foreign oil 
interests. The Bag-dad newspaper 
Liwa Alistiqlal said the new

MOSCOW CHARGES 
EISENHOWER TOLD 
TITO TO START WAR 


BERLIN, July 30 (AP)—In an 
ominous tone, the Moscow trade 
unions journal Trud charged yes- 
terday that Yugoslavia’s Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz had “received 
instructions from Eisenhower to 
start an aggressive war in the 
Balkans.” 

Trud, whose report was dis- 
tributed here by the Russian- 
‘controlled agency ADN, said Tito 
is planning an “aggression upon 
his Balkan neighbors just like 
South Korea did against North 
Korea.” 

This blast at the Balkan Com- 
munist renegade came just a 
week after V. M. Molotov de- 
clared in a speech in Warsaw that 
the Tito government would not 
last long. 

Tito answered defiantly that 
Yugoslav leaders are not afraid 
of Russian threats or of Molotov’s 
pledge “to destroy us quickly,” 
and pointed to aid from the West- 
ern powers. 

“The Fascist Tito clique boasts 
before the entire world about its 
criminal conspiracy in ties with 
the Anglo-American impérialists 
and prepares with them for ag- 
gressive war in the Balkans,” said 
Trud. 

“It is evident that the Tito 
clique plans the same sort of

SPAIN PROTESTS

Holzhausen as president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners 
could easily be an important fac- 
tor in next year’s elections.

138th Infantry Begins Two Weeks 
Of Training at Minnesota Camp 


Motor Convoy Beats Train, Due to Flood— 
Troops Will Learn Use of Mortars, 
Bazookas.

CAMP RIPLEY, Minn., July 30 
—Members of ‘the 138th Infantry, 
St. Louis National Guard regi- 
ment, swung into the first day of 
their two-week field training 
program at this pleasant military 
post today. 

The St. Louis troops and other 
elements of the Thirty-fifth Di- 
vision from Missouri and Kansas 
arrived yesterday by ‘special train 
and motor convoy. Due to Mid- 
western flood conditions and 
other delays the rail movement 
was behind the motor convoys in 
maintaining an arrival schedule. 
Many of the 15 special trains car- 
rying guardsmen were three to 
five hours late—not an unusual 
experience for troop trains, how- 
ever. . 

One third of the 138th Regi- 
ment traveled the 726 miles from 
St. Louis in 76 trucks and jeeps 
which left the Armory at Spring 
avenue and Market street early 
last Friday and rolled through 
the ornamental stone gates of this 
reservation yesterday. 

30-Mile Clip. 

The trip, made: at a steady 30- 
mile-an-hour speed with 50-foot 
intervals between vehicles, was 
completed without accident or 
serious equipment failure. 

The assistance given the convoy 
by highway police of three states 
and local police along the way 
was invaluable, officers in charge 
of the convoy reported. — 

Prior arrangements for bivouac 
areas and fuel for the vehicles 
facilitated the movement. 

A severe hailstorm at Mount 
Pleasant, Ia., halted the St. Louis 
convoy for an hour, and a tor- 
rential rain which followed the 
hail washed out the selected 
bivouac area at Iowa City. 
‘Through the efforts.of the Iowa 
City airport commissioner, a re- 
serve Air Force officer, the St. 
Louisans were able to set up 
camp at the airport. 

Meals Cooked in Trucks. 

The two evening meals for the 
several hundred troops in the 
convoy were cooked in trucks 
along the way and were waiting 
for the men at the bivouacs.

WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)— 
The United States is planning 
more tests of the atomic bomb, 
Chairman Gordon Dean of the 
Atomic Energy Commission said 
today. ’ 

Dean declined to tell a press 
conference, however, whether the 
tests would be at already an- 


‘nounced proving grornds.or at 


some other place. There has been 
speculation that a new proving 
ground may be established in the 
Aleutian islands off Alaska. 


Dean said any ‘first test of a 
British-made atomic bomb on an 
American proving ground would 
probably necessitate a change in 
the United States atomic energy 
law. Dean was asked this direct 
question by a reporter: 

“Have the British made any 
overtures about their first atomic 
test?” 

And Dean answered: 

“If they have they did not make 
it to us (the Atomic Energy 
Commission).” 

No Word on Plans. 

Dean offered no statement that 
the British actually were plan- 
ning any first test of an A-bomb. 
But he did say: “It would mean 


a change in the (atomic energy)

how a joint test could be con- 
ducted without some kind of leg- 
islative blessing.” 


In saying that the United States 
is planning further tests of its 
own atomic weapons, Dean’ said, 
“We are not quite ready to give 
you the test sites and dates.” 

Dean said the commission at 
one time or another had thought 
of test sites “in practically every 
part of the globe.” He did not 
amplify that statement. Asked 
why the same proving grounds 
cannot be used over and over, 
Dean said that one of the reasons 
was the “heavy logistics” involved 
in faraway tests such as those 
at Eniwetok. 

He added: “It depends on what 
you want to test.” 

Remote Site for “Big Bang.” 

Dean Said that “if it is some- 
thing that does call for tlaborate 
instrumentation and a big ‘bang’ ” 
such a test is held at a remote 
place. Otherwise, he added, a 
test can be held “closer in.” Then 
he said “one of the considera- 
tions also is hurting somebody.”

NEW YORK, July 30 — The 
American Civil Liberties Union's 
annual report, released’ today, is 
entitled “Security and Freedom 
the Great. Challenge.” The 88- 
page report covers the period 
from mid-1949 through 1950. 

In a foreword, Patrick Murphy 
Malin, executiye director, stresses 
tha “the Union opposes totalitar- 
ianism of any kind,” and says that 
it “understands completely the 
need for efforts to guarantee na- 
tional security.” 

The Union charges that national 
security has not been guaranteed 
by the McCarran Act, which it 
calls “the greatest threat to civil 
liberties since the alien and se- 
dition acts of 1798.” 

Pointing out that not a single 
Communist organization has reg- 
istered and that court tests of 
all the law's restrictive provisions 
probably will take several years, 
the report recalls the Union’s pre- 
diction that the act “would be 
used to delay and obfuscate with- 
out halting the dangerous activi- 
ties engaged in by spies and 
saboteurs.” 

The Union’s basic objection to 
the act is that “it departs from 
the American principle that a 
man is accountable only for his 
own illegal acts, not for mere 
association ... ” The report says 
that the Union will aid in a test 
case if an appropriate one is 
found. 

State and local “little McCarran 
Acts” have been fought by the 
Union, and some have been de- 
clared unconstitutional by lower 
courts, the report says.

China Returned 3,159,967. 

China’s note revealed that it 
had repatriated 3,159,967 pris- 
oners of war to Japan before the 
end of 1947. 

Some other countries still hold 
scattered numbers. The Philip- 
pines hold 112 Japanese in prison, 
had 13 awaiting return to Japan 
in April, and executed seven. 

Australia still holds Japanese 
P.O.W.s on Manus island in con- 
nection with war crimes trials 
and has promised to list them. 


Since Russia is the country 
where most prisoners are held, 
and since the Kremlin has re- 
fused to have anything to do with 
the search, there appears little 


‘chance that the commission can

“All that I have asked for is 
a consistent policy applying to 
both.” 

Taft criticized President Tru- 
man’s suggestion that we might 


be spending 100 billion dollars 
on the Federal Government by 
1953, and said that would amount 
to 40 per cert of the national 
income, 

“We cannot raise the taxes for 
any such program,” Taft » said, 
“and we must recognize that it 
means further inflation, a great 
increase in the national debt, 
hardship and turmoil and impair- 
ment of the very production 
which is the backboné of our 
strength.” 

On the domestic front, Taft 
accused the Democratic Adminis- 
tration of a “studied habit of 
concealing the_actual meaning of 
policies which they propose.” 

“No one can review without 
shame the revelations made by 
direct congressional investigation 
of the influences used in Wash- 
ington to obtain favors. .. .” 

“The discouraging thing today,” 
he said, “is that no one has even 
been rebuked, or dismissed from 
the Government because of these 
revelations. 


“The immoral, if not illegal, 
practices are condoned by the 
highest authorities.” 

But, he said, “there is no rea- 
son for fear or trembling. 

“It is only our leadership which 
has led us temporarily into an 
emergency problem.

Retrograde Era 


Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
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France has been without a government for a 
month. Petsche, Mayer and Bidault so far have 
tried to form one without success. This means, 
among many other things, that France is in- 
capable for the time being of responsible par- 
ticipation in international affairs. 


The situation directly reflects the results of © 


the June 17 elections. Those elections were 
held under a new law which established '‘intri- 
cate mathematical devices for discounting votes 
cast for the extreme Left and the extreme Right. 

As a consequence, however, confusion has 
been compounded where confusion already was 
the rule. France, it seems, will have to find a 


better way of keeping the Communists and the . 


Gaullists out of power. And that should be of 
as much concern to Americans as to Frenchmen. 
The complete election results have now been 
made, available by the French Embassy in 
Washington. They show that 782 per cent of 
the registered voters marked 18,982,009 ballots 
—only 221,061 fewer than were marked in the 
exciting 1946 postwar elections. Virtually all of 
these votes were distributed among six major 
electioneering groups. 
. * * * 
This does not mean, however, that there were 


only six major parties engaged in the campaign- . 


ing. Under the new law, a group of parties 
could form. an electioneering coalition and 
merge its votes. If such a coalition received a 
majority of the votes cast in a district, it re- 
ceived all the parliamentary seats of that dis- 
trict. In other words, the minority parties— 
expected to be the Communists ‘and the Gaul- 
lists—were frozen out. 

With the voting out of the way, the law per- 
mitted the member parties of a coalition to di- 
vide the parliamentary seats among them. 
Where a coalition did not get 50 per cent of 
the votes cast, the seats were distributed under 
a complicated system known as “the rule of 
the quotient and the highest average”—some- 
thing that should not happen to vote counters 
anywhere, anytime. 

Thus, instead of having a six-party legislature, 
France actually found 12 major groups in the 
new Assembly when it met for the first time on 
July 5. It takes 314 votes for a majority in the 
new Assembly. And the Gaullists have the larg- 
est number of deputies of any single party, 118. 
The Socialists are next with 105. The Commu- 
nists have 99. The Catholic MRP has 83. The 
Radical Socialists have 66. And there is an as- 
sortment of lesser parties ranging in strength 
from 2 to 14 deputies. Obviously, the middle- 
6f-the-roaders can carry an issue only if they 
vote as a bloc—and they are split like an orange 
in a salad. Any bloc they form is going to be 
an uneasy one. 

. + . 

Further uneasiness stems from the discrepan- 
cies between the parliamentary representation 
and the actual votes cast for the various par- 
ties. Thus the Communists got better than 
5,000,000 votes—almost 1,000,000 more than the 
Gaullists. The Socialists, the strongest of the 
middle-of-the-road groups, were a poor third 
with 2,764,210 votes. Yet with the Communists 
getting 26.5 per cent of the popular vote, they 
got only 16.5 per cent of the parliamentary 
seats. The Gaullists with 21.7 per cent of the 
votes got 18.8 per cent of the seats. On the 
other hand, the Socialists with 14.5 per cent of 
the votes got 16.6 per cent of the places in the 
Assembly. And so on. 

Most ominous perhaps is the rise, of De 
Gaulle’s RPF from a popular vote strength of 
313,635 in 1946 to 4,134,885 votes, an increase 
of 3,821,250, in 1951. Meanwhile, the Commu- 
nists with 5,038,587 votes were only 450,701 
under the total they polled in 1946 when they 
were riding high as the heroes of the under- 
ground and. before the cold war had really 
broken out. 

* . * 

Clearly enough, the popular strength of the 
extreme Left and the extreme Right indicate 
that the French people are not very happy 
about the precarious “Third Force” govern- 
ments which have held power in Paris since the 
end of the war. There is just enough fear of 
Communism and fascism to provide a base for 
the continuation of such governments. But 
without concrete results from them, without 
some fairly substantial improvement in the lot 
of the French people, there is a very real dan- 
ger that the nation may be plunged into a bitter 
feud between the Communists and the Gaullists. 

The Marshall Plan has been a big help in 
averting a worsening of French living condi- 
tions. But an improvement, rather than the 
preservation of the status quo, seems essential 
to political stability in France. And political 
stability in France is essential to the strength 
of the Western World.

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Success in Iran? 
Ambassador Harriman’s mission to Iran has 
evidently succeeded at least to the point of 
bringing the two contending parties back to the 
conference table. With the Abadan refinery 
about to close down, there is no time to be lost 


in getting negotiations started. Every day of . 


paralysis in Iran’s oil industry increases the 
hazard of political unrest which may make any 
reasonable settlement impossible. 

According to Washington reports, Mr. Harri- 
man is trying to bring the British and Iranians 
toegther on a 50-50 profit-sharing plan similar 
to that originally adopted in Venezuela, and 
since applied in Saudi Arabia by American oil 
interests. To satisfy Iran, the British would 
recognize the principle of nationalization. To 
satisfy Britain, Iran would pay compensation 
for the nationalized properties, and then em- 
ploy the former oil company to operate the in- 
dustry, with half of the profits going to Iran 
and half to the company. 

Certainly this plan has worked with conspicu- 
ous success in Venezuela. One reason for its 
success is that the profits from oil have gone 
directly to the people in the form of better 
schools, better roads, better public health. The 
present ruling interests in Iran may be more 
interested in protecting their own position than 
in enacting social reforms to benefit the aver- 
age man. They must be induced to understand 
that, just as nationalization is justified by Iran’s 
ownership of its own oil resources, so that own- 
ership carries with it the obligation to use those 
resources for the benefit of all the people. 
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Still Time for Correction 

Gov. Smith made a correct estimate of the 
new Missouri driver’s license bill when he 
signed it into law, but said he was not satisfied. 
Though the measure represents important prog- 
ress, that progress is relative to the present 
meaningless license, known as “the two-bit joke.” 

The new law for the first time will provide 
stringent driving tests for new motorists, and 
fairly broad powers of revocation and suspension 
of licenses of dangerous drivers. Yet on each 
point there is a weakness. The driving tests 
will not apply to those who now hold licenses. 
As Gov. Smith notes, a license may not be re- 
voked until an offender is convicted three times 
within two years—and that could mean a lot of 
reckless driving before- the driver is put off 
the road. | 

This new measure represents a compromise 
between the need for a strict license law and the 
Legislature's desire not to grind any gears with 
too many motorists. It.does not go into effect 
until January. Between now and then, as the 
Governor suggests, the legislators will have 
time to review weaknesses in the law. And why 
not do the job right when it has been put off 
for so long? 7 


Senator Taft’s Two Themes 


It would hardly be right to say that Senator. 
Taft started his presidential campaign at Plym- 
outh Rock on Sunday. While preserving the 
customary fiction of not being a candidate, he 


has been busily making himself available for 


quite some time. But on Sunday he did start 
what looks like a more intensive phase’ of the 
campaign which is not supposed to be a cam- 
paign, And he has arranged a rather heavy 
schedule of speeches running through the fall. 

Their chief themes undoubtedly were pre- 
sented at Plymouth. Theme No. 1 is the cor- 
ruption of the Truman Administration. Senator 
Taft can be counted on to hammer away at 
this, especially if new ammunition is furnished 
by such Truman ‘associates as Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman Boyle. This is going to be an 
effective theme, especially in View of Mr. Tru- 
man’s inadequate reaction to scandals, major 

Senator Taft’s No.2 theme obviously is 
budgetary economy, especially in connection 
with international -affairs. Areal or implied 
promise of tax relief always pleases a good many 
voters. But is Senator Taft really wise when 
he declares that our chief reliance should be on 


the Air Force and the Navy, and that our inter- - 


national partnership for peace should be chiefly 
with the British? . 

He needs to be more specific on these points. 
The speeches already scheduled offer an oppor-

Our Constitution contains provisions 
giving Congress a general power to pass 
a wide variety of laws which necessarily 
restrict some of the liberties of the people. 
At the same time, it contains other provi- 
sions which, in more specific terms, single 
out certain liberties and command that 
Congress “shall not” restrict them. 

Without such consideration, or under-

little real beneficial —— 
purpose, that they yd

Mr. Justice Miller, a distinguished mem- 
ber of our court, said back in 1891 that 
“the prohibition against p bills of 
attainder is one which was intended to 
guard against a danger which has passed 
out of the memory of the present gener- 
ation.” Probably most of the members of 
our generations know as little about bills 
of attainder as did the Americans of Mr. 
Justice Miller’s time. Of course, we can- 
not guard against a danger if we do not 
recongize it as a danger when wé see it. 


An Example in England 


Substitution of legislative conviction 
and punishment for judicial conviction 
and punishment amounts to a bill of at- 
tainder. 

History shows that when legislatures 
have resorted to bills of attainder, they 
have sometimes severely punished people 
without making any investigation at all. 
Generally the victim was not present, nor

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tional safeguards were designed to protect 
the individual from punishment by loss 
of life, liberty or property, except follow- 
ing conviction by a jury after a fair trial 
in a court of law. In striking the balance 
between law and liberty the framers clear- 
ly said that the bill of attainder was one 
procedure which no American Legislature 
could use to enforce any law. 

Now I wish briefly to discuss another, 
and undoubtedly a better known constitu- 
tional provision, the First Amendment’s 
command that “Congress shall make no 
law” abridging speech, press, or assembly 
—the provision which safeguards the free- 
doms to think and believe and speak and 
publish. 


Jefferson on the Press 


Long before our Constitution was draft- 
ed the importance of these freedoms had 
been realized. Milton emphasized the 
idea in this way: “The liberty to know, 
to utter, and to argue freely according to 
conscience (is) above all liberties.” 

These liberties are of fundamental im- 
portance to a government like ours, for 
without a free exchange of ideas there 
could. be little substance to political de- 
mocrdcy. Without free discussion, few 
could vote with wisdom since few would 
know what should be done by government 
to make it respond to the needs of the 
people. 

Freedom of the press is but anothér 
phase of speech. Perhaps no man in our 
history was as abused by the press as was 
Thomas Jefferson. In fact, he said: “The 
man who never looks into a newspaper is 
better informed than he who reads them; 
inasmuch as he who knows nothing is 
nearer to truth than he whose mind is 
filled with falsehoods and errors.” 

Nevertheless, Jefferson also said: “Were 
it left to me to decide whether we should 
have a government without newspapers, 
or newspapers without a government, I 
should not hesitate a moment to prefer 
the latter.”

MONHEGANSLANDART 
EBT OPES HERE 


Unity of Theme Accentuates 
Work. 


By HOWARD DERRICKSON 

Monhegan island, off the crag- 
gy coast of Maine, is the common 
theme of 26 contemporary Amer- 
ican artists’ paintings that went 
on view today at Music and 
Arts University, 3801 West Pine 


boulevard. It is a rare show in- 
deed that is organized naturally 
about a place rather than about 
periods or persons, and this is 
it. 

For ’more than a generation of 
artists, the island’s few unchang- 
ing granite acres, where Capt. 
John Smith said he arrived six 
yeas before the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth rock, have now 
proved a serviceable and favor- 
ite model, despite lack of graceful 
physical contours. 

Ever since Rockwell Kent in 
1905 started the vogue for Mon- 
hegan’s towering black cliffs 
dwarfing valiant humanity, almost 
as many waves of painters as of 
ocean have swarmed over the is- 
land’s shore. 

An Epitome of Maine. 


With its rocks and weather, | 
pounding surf and perennial lob- 
ster fishing, Monhegan has grown 
into an epitome of the arduous 
life of the Maine coast. Thus the 
spot has become a natural spring- 
board for the kind of leap artists 
want to make. Judging from the 
exuberdnce and verve of 
show, Monhegan—unlike tourist- 
trod Provincetown—retains much 
of its original flavor. 


Unity of subject only accentu- 
ates the diversity of artistic re- 
sponse. In the school lobby are 
Kent’s dramatically illustrative 
“Toilers of the Sea,” facing “The 
Big Dory,” by George Bellows, 
who achieves an expressionist’s 
sense of effort and struggle in his 
straining fishermen. 


Scope and theme of the dis- 
play are suggested by the next 
composition, Walter Seeley’s 
“The Artist on Monhegan,” a 
Picasso-like semi-abstraction uti- 
lizing textures and tones charac- 
teristic of the island.’ Modernist 
Seeley also uses that visual pun, 
the optical illusion; the painter’s 
easel seems to be both going and 
coming. 

The Music of the Sea. 

There are subtle tones of gray 
in Lamar Dodd’s “The Wave” 
and exquisitely subdued chro- 
matic orchestration against “the 
bass eternal of the sea” in a 
number of landscapes and ab- 
stractions, including those of 
Joseph DeMartini, Reuben Tam 
and Joseph Kaplan. 

For each genuine abstraction 
like Morris Shulman’s “Rocks 
and Sea,” however, there is one 
of nature’s own creating, such 
as Theophile Schneider's indus- 
triously recorded “Sea.” One can 
wish moreover, that the Ameri- 
can Federation of Arts, which 
organized the traveling show, had 
been able to include the Robert 
Henri work that was in the 
original and larger exhibition at 
the Farnsworth Museum at Rock- 
land, Me., instead of such maga- 
zine-cover illustrations as Andrew 
Winter’s, telling a twice-told tale 
of a rescue. 


Still, the collection, which will 
remain here through Sept. 15, 
seems like a dash of salt spray 
for St. Louisan’s during a sim- 
mering summer that is practically 
devoid of the exhibitions as stim- 
ulating as this one,

Cobb and Frick Defend 


Reserve Clause at Hearing 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP)—Ty Cobb, the famous Georgia- 
Peach of baseball, suggested today that the game’s controversial 
reserve clause might be modified to help the players. 


The reserve clause is in each 
player’s contract. 
player to stay with the club 
with which he signs until it de- 
cides to trade or release him. 

Cobb, now 64, bespectacled and 
balding, testified before a House 
judiciary subcommittee. That 
group is studying whether base- 
ball violates anti-mongopoly laws. 

He said he thinks the reserve 
clause—or something similar to 
it—is necessary to preserve base- 
ball. Otherwise, he said, the rich 
clubs soon would have all the 
best players. 


But he suggested that some 
plan. like this might be feasible: 

At the end of five years, if a 
player were dissatisfied, he could | 
appeal to a special board which | 
would study his case. If the board 
agreed the player was entitled to 
a raise, the owner would get first 
chance to meet the terms. 


If the owner didn’t meet them, 


the contest be resumed at the 
point where the argument started.

“Is didn’t sleep very well last 
night,” he said, “and naturally 
the call unnerved my golf game. 
I refused to shake hands with 
anybod:, for fear they would try 
to twist my hand or wrist.” 

How much the call upset him 
was shown by the two-under-par 
70 he posted for yesterday's 
round. It was his roorest ‘score 
of the four-day tourney over the 
6557-yard Keller municipal 
course.

contracts do not contain a par- 
ticular clause which spells out the 
reserve provisions. 

“The reserve ‘clause may be 

said to compromise (a) the ‘re- 
newal clause’ or option in the 
player contract, (b) the agreement 
that club and player will abide 
by major and major-minor league 
rules, and (c) the reserve rule and 
the rule against tampering con- 
tained in the major and major- 
minor league rules.” 
He suggested that the reserve 
clause cannot be considered apart 
from the uniaue nature of base- 
ball. adding “it must have rules 
as to how it shall be played and 
who shall play it.” 

“The reserve clause is one of 
the rules dealing with the ques- 
tions as to who shall be eligible 
to play,” he said. 

Cobb said his views were “per- 
sonal” and based on his 24 years 
as a big leaguer. 

“T have a great reverence for 
baseball,” he said. “I’m grateful 
for what it’s done for me.” 


Cobb Started for $90. 
He recrlled thet he started 
playin? bell professionally in 1904 | 
when he sivred a contract fpr $90 | 
a month with the Areusta (Ga.) | 
team in the South Atlantic . 
League. 

He was 17 years old, he related, | 
and arranged for a try-out with 
the team “secretly — because my 
father wanted me to go to col- 
lege.” 

“I had to get out of that little 
town of Royston, Ga.,” the Georgia 
Peach drawled. 

In August of 1905. he related, 
he was sent to Detroit. 

Chairman Celler (D.-N.Y.), a 
Brooklyn Dodger fan who indi-

IN THE EAST TWENTIES, hemmed in by an Armenian 
social club and a Chinese laundry is one of the town’s strang- 
est theatrical ventures. Billed as “the world’s first free 
theater,” it was started in 1915 by an actor named Butler 
Davenport, who had played the classics both here and abroad. 
Its white brick front juts out from the base of an old, three- 
story rooming house and is enclosed by an iron fence. It’s a 
monument to a man, Davenport, who says a voice awakened 
him one morning when he was operating a Connecticut play- 
house. “Get up, go to New York and advertise for a theater.” 
Following the directtive of this strange visitation, he spent 
$300 for a lease on the building that today houses his free 
theater. Jt left him with only $3.17. 

ONE OF THE IRONIC twists of the éarly years was the 
frequency with which Davenport was written up as a million- 
aire dilettante. These- notices were often read by their sub- 
ject after he had arisen at the crack of dawn to do the handy- 
man chores about the place, for he could afford no help. If 
it were winter, like as not he Had just shoveled the sidewalk 
free of snow. But his persistence has continually won out 
and he has furnished entertainment to hundreds who could 
never afford a Broadway show. Many of the roles are taken 
by players who are no longer in demand and earn their keep 
at other work. Evenings they still trod the boards. Others 
are youngsters who contribute their time for experience, not 
alone as actors, but in building sets and learning stagecraft. 
Only income is from a collection taken at intermission. Pass- 
ing it the other day I saw a sign on the entrance—‘“No per- 
formance tonight.” And in smaller hand wrought script—

But.when used cor- 
rectly and with sense, chemicals 
have done, and can do much 
more, to adapte food to man’s 
needs. 

“They have already improved 
our food supply through nature. 
An official of the United States 
Department of Agriculture _ re- 
cently estimated that an addi- 


tional 8,000,000 acres of tillable 


soil would be necessary to ‘feed 
the people were it not for chem- 
ical agents used as fertilizers. 
Chemicals protect food during 
growth, as insecticides; they pre- 
serve it after it has -been pro-~- 
duced; and they enrich cereals 
and breads.

HE NATION-WIDE crime syne 

dicate became “big business” 

during prohibition. - So when’ 
the “noble experiment” ended, 
the gangs had to look for a new 
money-maker. Narcotics were 
profitable but limited. Organ- 
ized prostitution had been de 
difficult by the Mann (white slav- 
ery) Act. Thus, the mobs feed 
to illegal gambling, which now, 
according to the experts, has be- 
come a 17 billion to 25 billion 
annual racket. 

“Gambling,” said “Betting Com- 
missioner” James J. Carroll of St. 
Louis, an unwilling and television- 
shy witness‘in the final days of 
our Senate Crime Committee 
hearings, “is a biological neces- 
sity for certain types .. . the 
quality that gives substance to 
their day dreams.” 

No varieties of this “biological 
necessity” were overlooked by the 
mobs -—— slot machines, punch- 
boards, cards, dice, roulette, wag- 
ers on sporting .events and the 
“numbers” racket. But the big 
killing came when they success- 
fully penetrated illegal book- 
making on horse races. Thereby, 
a vast and corrupting new in- 
dustry—the gang-dominated wire 
service—was born. 

The colossus of the racing news 
industry today is an organization 
known as Continental Press“Sserv- 
ice, a virtual morfopoly. 

From Arthur B. (Mickey) Mc- 
Bride, of Cleveland, O., and his 
bald, seemingly disingenuous 
brother-in-law, Tom Kelly, of 
Chicago, both of whom were un- 
happy witnesses, we obtained a 
remarkable biography of Conti- 
nental Press. 

McBride insists he started Con- 
tinental on a modest $20,000 bank- 
roll purely out of sentiment and 
good will to provide a job for his 
brother-in-law, Kelly. 

The new wire service set up 
elaborate precautions. Instead of 
selling “news” direct to bookies, 
Continental set up “regional dis- 
tributers” to whom it sold its 
service. Continental would gath- 
er the racing news through an 
elaborate nation-wide system and 
would telegraph this information 
to its distributors. McBride him- 
self admitted that Continental got 
the news out of the race track 
“by either going in and paying 
a concession price, or taking: it 
out otherwise.” The “otherwise” 
included use of spies with high- 
powered telescopes and “wig- 
wag” men. 


* x 

HE Sisteutors. in turn, 

passed the news for a price to 

thousands of illegal bookies 
all over the country. Continental 
was not supposed to know any- 
thing about that. “I,” McBride 
irrelevantly remarked, “never 
have been in a bookmaking joint 
in 25 years.” Finally Mickey 
wearily acknowledged the obvious 
fact that “certainly” Continental’s 
news “eventually got to book- 
makers.” 

We isolated instances where 
parties, supposedly operating as 
independent distributors, actually 
kept only small salaries or per- 
centages and remitted thousands 
of dollars—the bulk of their prof- 
its—to Continental. 

From Mickey McBride, who ap- 
peared at the Cleveland hearings 
in a suit of “race-track plaid,” 
hand-painted suspenders and a 
very sincere bow tie, we elicited 
the tortuous story of how Conti- 
nental’s ownership shifted back 
and forth between the McBrides 
and the’ Ragen family. 

Mickey himself never wanted 
to run Continental, so in the be- 
ginning he went to an old col- 


league, the late James M. Ragen 


Sr., and asked him if he would 
take over. In 1922 McBride said 
he sold out to Ragen’s son, James 
M. Ragen Jr. The following year 
Ragen Sr. took over and put pres- 
sure on Mickey to return to the 
business. 

Mickey compromised by buy- 
ing one-third of Continental back 
for $50,000 as an investment for 
his son, Eddie, then 19 years old. 

Ragen’s difficulties with the 
Caporie syndicate actually went 
back a number of years, but in 
1946 he ran head-on into trouble. 
The Chicago-Capone mob had 
been eyeing Continental Press; 
if they could seize control it not 
only would provide them with 
a Golconda of ppofits but would 
be a source of jobs for literally 
thousands of hoodlums.

The only trouble was that 
Ragen Sr..was a tough, irascible 
Irishman who wouldn’t play the 
game.

As part of the incredible scen- 
ario, according to Ragen, the Ca- 
pone interests used Dan Serritella 
as their emissary. Serritella had 
served in the Illinois Legislature 
as a senator for 12 years, during 
part of which period he also was 
engaged in the business of pub- 
lishing a scratch sheet, He had 
been a friend and business as- 
sociate of Ragen’s enemy, Greasy 
Thumb Guzik, and Serritella told 
us how Guzik had advanced him 
"$15,000 to $20,000 to start up one 
scratch sheet venture in which 
they shared the profits 50-50. 

At the -outset;-the Capone mob 
countered Ragen’s oppgsition by 
starting a rival wire service called 
Trans-American Publishing &. 
News Service. Through its super- 
jor gang connections, Trans- 
American made deep inroads into 
Contintental’s business. In Chi- 
cago opposition to Continental 
was sparked by the mob’s wire 
outlet, a mysterious outfit known

Ragen’s murder is one of Chi- 
cago’s many unsolved gang slay- 
ings, just as is the more recent 
murder of former Police Lt. Wil- 
liam Drury. Drury was shot to 
death the evening before he was 
to havestalked to an investigator 
about appearing as a witness be- 
fore the committee. 

After Ragen’s' murder there 
was a period of nearly a year in 
which the two services fought 
each other intensively, and neither 
made any money. 

Then suddenly in May, 1947, 
Mickey McBride came back in 
the picture. He bought Cone 
tinental back from the Ragen .in- 
terests. The price was $370,000 
payable over a period of 10 years, 
and the business was to be the 
sole and exclusive property of 
young Eddie.

Whatever type of law is A goon 
will require vigilant and iron- 
fisted enforcement. California 
banned use of communications 
facilities for unlawful purposes, 
which had the effect of knocking 
out the use of Continental’s wire. 
After a while, the authorities 
found a couple of horse parlors 


- operating just as if they had the 


old service. The gamblers had 
tapped Continental’s wire, which 
still ran through the state, and 
were stealing the information. 
In doing so, they short-circuited 
the signal system for Santa. Fe 
trains. 

In 1942 when California feared 
air attack by the Japanese, a 
vital telegraph circuit which 
served an air force field was 
knocked out by a plane crash. 
Continental Press managed to get 
its wire service for the gamblers 
resumed in something like 15 
minutes.

They are unionized, these dou-dou. They would not think 
of intruding on another bug’s quarry, or violating his working 
hours. Consider the mosquito, which comes in sizes larger 
than a chihualfua, and the tsetse fly, whose lance seems longer 
than the lion spear of a young Masai warrior. At feast it 

seems longer when he plunges it into your liver.

We have come to accept the mosquitoes and tsetses al- 
most as friends, since they are rather agreeable about not 
biting you on an old bump. Also, we have quit trying to 
poison them, because they gargle with Flit, use DDT for po- 
made, and consider ordinary insect repellents as necessary 
Worcestershire on all meats.

WIMMING is good sport, but 
S let every boy and girl, every 

man and woman, remember 
this rule: 

“Swim safely so you will live 
to swim another day.” 

When a boat overturns, usual- 
ly the best thing to do is to swim 
back to the boat. Most boats 
will float when they are over- 
turned. A boat which floats up- 
side down provides a resting place 
while we wait for help. 

When a boat turns over, far 
out in deep water, good swim- 
mers as well as poor swimmers 
should use the boat’s support. Too 


often it has happened that a good - 


swimmer struck out for a distant 
shore and failed to get there. 

In the rare case of a small boat 
sinking, a person should do his 
best to grasp a floating object, 
as an oar or a life preserver. If 
neither the boat nor anything 
else is around to give support, 
there is no choice but to head 
for shore, or toward another boat, 
if there.is one closer than the 
shore. In this case, a person 
should keep cool at all cost. If 
he is able to float, or’can swim 
on his back, he can rest himself 
on the way to safety.

IT IS A FINE THING for a swim- 
mer to learn how to save the life 
of another person who isin dan- 
ger of drowning. A good swim- 
ming teacher often trains boys 
and girls in this art. 

There is danger to the person 
who tries to rescue, as well as to 


the person who is being saved, 
We should think quickly and cor- 
rectly when danger arises. Some- 
times it is a mistake for a person 
to dive into the water to try to 
bring about a rescue. 

Let us suppose that a drowning 
person is 20 feet from a rowboat. 
In that case it may be quicker 
to row the boat to him than to 
swim to him. A rope or a life 
preserver may be tossed to the 
person in trouble. Sometimes it 
is possible to save him by extend- 
ing an oar for him to grasp. 

Any of those helps should be 
tried at times, but there are cases 
in which the best thing to do is 
for a good swimmer to go to the 
rescue.

By Glen R. Shepherd, 
HERE is one good place for 
T clock-watching — while sun- 
bathing. If blondes (both 
male and female) in particular 
would keep an eye on the clock 
during first exposure to the sum- 
mer sun, much painful sunburn 
could be eliminated. 

Too often such fair and thin- 
skinned people forget last year’s 
anguish and expose their winter- 
whitened skin to large doses of 
potent summer sunlight. Boswell 
quotes Sam Johnson as saying, 
“Sun, how I hate thy beams,” 
and this expresses the view of 
the severely sunburned for sev- 
eral days. 

Summer sun is more potent than 
the winter sun in the northern 
hemisphere, not because the sun 
is closer to the earth in summer, 
but rather because it is more di- 
rectly overhead. Its rays pass 
through less atmosphere which 
can filter out the burning rays. 
Sunburn is not due to the light 
that you see. It is due to ultra- 
violet light. These are light rays 
of so short a wave length that 
your eye cannot see them, al- 
“egg they affect a photographic 
, plate.

ACTUALLY, your skin {is af- 
fected by two different wave 
bands of ultra-violet light. The 
tanning is primarily due to the 
longer ultra-violet waves—those 
closer to the violet that you can 
see. Your sunburn is caused by 
the shorter wave length. This ac- 
counts for the sometimes pain- 
fully surprising effect of becom- 
ing severely sunburned at’ high 
altitudes on a cloudy day. The 
shorter wave length burning rays 
strike through clouds if you 
in the mountains at a consider- 
able altitude above sea _ level. 
Thus, if your skin is fair, you 
should use protective lotions on 
a cloudy day in the mountains
